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Recruits Wanted 

Recruits are wanted. The McGill Battalion of tlic Canadian 
Officers' 1 raining Corps has again posted notices throughout the 
College calling for recruits. 

It is little over two months since the recruit classes were closed, 
and the establishment of the Battalion was completed. Kei ruils are 
agtin needed to fill up the vacancies made by those uiio have left 
the Regiment. Many of those who enlisted in the Battalion are 
now at the front, others have volunteered for active service. Many 
çf those who received their training at McGill now have commis- 
sions. 

Not a few of our men have volunteered in various capacities for 
service in the second and third contingents. When these contingents 
sail they will take with them both combatant priwites and officers, 
as well as men from the Faculties of Science and of Medicine, who 
are serving in specialist units. In addition to these the General 
Hospital, which McGill University is supplying for service on the 
lines.pf communication, will take from NIcGill many of her grad- 
uates and undergiuduates. All of the officers of the Hosjjital are 
graduates, and there are over one hundred and fifty \olunteers 
from the students for positions on it, as privates. The Government 
is offering positions to those who have been trained in wireless tele- 
graphy, and it is asking also for dressers, to serve in Field Hospi- 
tals. 

^n all of these directions men have gone and are going from the 
'Battalion. Many others will most probably go with the McGill 
Overseas Company, which is now asking f»)r recruits. As a result 
of all of these drains upon it, the Battalion, at present, is reduced to 
almost three-fourths of its normal strength. 

The McGill Battalion of the Canadian Officers' Training 
Corps exists entirely for the purpose of giving to graduijles and to 
.students of this University, and to those who are immediately as.so- 
ciated with flieni. an opportunity for learning the rudiments of sol- 
diering, and for qualifying themselves to become officers in the Can- 
adian militia. Membership in the Battalion entails the .sacrifice of 
a certain amount of time. That sacrifice normally amounts, when 
the recruit class has been left behind, to one evening and one after- 
noon in the week. The time spent is little compared with the bene- 
fit yfhkh it brings to those who wish to learn enough about the mili- 
tary art to feel that they are able, should the necessity arise, to de- 
fend themselves and to play a part as efficient soldiers in the defence 
of their country. 

Those who join the Regiment incur no obligation for service 
beyond that which they think necessary for themselves; those who 
join the Regiment are as free to resign from it as they were to join; 
the Battalion owes its success, not to any restrictions imposed upon 
its members by the regulations under which it is organized, but to 
the spirit of earnest and, almost anxious, desire to learn, which is 
evidenced by thcAe composing it : that spirit characterizes all of then 
activities. 

The success of the Regiment has, indeed, been phenomenal. It 
is not six months .since it was organized, in its new form, and yet it 
has, in these months, accomplished as much inorgani/ation, in the 
development of a rorps spirit, in its regular activities and in the 
smartness and knowledge of its rank and file, as is usually accom- 
plished by newly-formed regiments in as many years. TTie Univers- 
ity, its graduates. - and undergraduates, do indeed owe a consider- 
able debt to Colonel Starke, and to his officers, upon whom has 
fallen so much of the work of bringing McCilPs Battalion to its 
present high efficiency. 

The McGill Daily, by the exampel of its Fdilors, and by its 
voice does most sincerely urge upon every student at the University 
that hediould take advantage of thèir Battalion, and become one 
of its «etive members.
